SAN FRANCISCO 一 I an 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
spound of cure, there's some heavy 
salutary activity going on at the 

Chinatown Child Development 
Center (CCDC) at 1007 -earny 
Street. The center- 
treatment as well as preventive 
care, but the latter is attacked by 
revenue-conscious bureaucrats 
fom time to time. 

One of the problems is that 
Teimbursement rates to the city 
在 om the state are about four times 
as much for treatment expenses as 
for indirect care，such as preven- 
tive help，counseling and educa- 
tion. The CCDC may be doing a 
great job spotting child develop- 
inent Droblems early and saving 
the child agonies in later life，bnut 

JUits the treatment-dominated 
programs in the city that are the 
revenue producers， 

The mayors office contracted 
about a year and a half ago with 
Steve Thompson Associates to do a 
study of the mental health 
agencies in the city. The report 

Was issued about a year ago, and 让 

duestioned the legitimacy of 
Dreventive” mental health care， 
like that provided by CCDC. The 
implication，from the report and 
from some officials of the city's 
Overlord mental health depart- 
ment，Community Mental Health 
Services，Was that CCDC was 
spending parit of its budget on 
simple child care. 
DEFENSIVE ”” 

While its no fun to be put on 
the “defensive，the director of 
GCCDC, Dr. David Lam, feels that 
zthe program is strong and sound 
enough so that we can defend it.” 


DPIovides. 


One encouraging -note is that 
nationally among mental health 


professionals， the “program is 
considered a model one.“They ve 
been pretty impressed， Its at the 


,ecity level weve had hassles,” 


CCDC was started in 1972 
under an eight-year funding 
schedqule， so the money is slated 
to run out ip 1980. The cost of the 
program ,is about $300,000 per 
year， with 70 percent coming 
人 om the Federal government and 
the remaindqer from the state and 
city. This sum is mostiy for the 27 
staff salaries and does not include 
the approximately $3600 monthly 
rent paid for by the city， 

Initially the program ”Was 
administrated at 716 Sacramento， 
but CCDC moved to the Kearny 
Street address (at the junction of 
Kearny，Pacific and Columbus) 
about three and a half years ago, 
There were shouts at that time in 
the_ community about too much 
traffic there and that the site was 


too_ close to the topless area on 
Broadway. However, the program 
seems to be thriving in spite of its. 
present location 
IMPOSSIBLE 

“The community has- gotten 
used to our being here,， says Dr. 
Lam. “They know its virtually 
impossible to find an alternative 
site in Chinatown.,”Lam is proud 
of the fact that word of mouth 
about the center in the China- 
town/North Beach _ community 
brings in most of the clients. 

CCDC's target population is 
“4ow-income， recent immigrant 
Chinese families who reside in the 
Northeast catchment area of the 
city 一 particularly the China- 
town-North Beach vicinity.… 
Impressive is the agencys bi- 
lingual skills.“All 27 of the sta 考 
are bilingual and about two-thirds 
are fluent in at least one dialect of 
Chinese. This is a neeessity，since 
there are so many Chinese families 
in _ Chinatown-North Beach，and 
the majority are Cliinese-speaking 


.only，am says， 


There are five components in 
the program，There's a drop-in 
center for children of pre-school 
age (2y2-6)，which includes “psy- 
cho-social stimulation” and 
mental health screening， Another 
program is an afterschool 
segment， with counseling， skill 
development and mental health 
Screening for children 6-13. 


OUTPATIENT 

Tere's also a Mental Health 
Education ”Unit，“geared for 
parents of the children at CCDC， 
as Well as all other interested 
individuals.” Acetivities include 
parent discussion， socialization 
groups and the production of a 
newsletter. One important 
component is the outpatient 
clinic, with individual, group and 
family therapy for children up to 
13 and their families who have 
behavioral problems. A fifth

families in infant development， 
and 100. clients in the outpatient 
clinic. (The _ average length of 
treatment in the outpatient clinic 
is from ten months to a year)， 


TURNOVER 

One problem for the center is 
personnel turnover， ItSs not 
because they're disgruntled， 
according to Dr， Lam， bnut 
because they either go back to 
school for a higher degree or get 
recruited away to higher-paying 


positions，They are in demand 
because of their experience and 
bilingual skills.: 


There's still a stigma attached to 
mental health problems and Lam 
admits that the Chinese com- 
munity is :perhaps more 
prejudiced against mental health 
education than some other com- 
munities， He feels that CCDC is 
gradually winning the battle to 
convince the Chinese parents that 
detecting anq preventing deve[- 
opmental problems early can save 
a_ lot of pain jlater， CCDC 
literature emphasizes that 
treatment is “low-profile” and 
“non-threatening.” 

About one-third of the children 
in the outpatient clinic are “overly 
shy, isolated; withdqrawn or non- 
verbal.” Many of them have other 
compound difficujlties such as 
learning problems, These are the 
kids who “slip through the cracks” 
and are' not noticed_ until much 
later in _ adult life when their 
problems are exacerbated and 
manifested through severe crises. 
The idea behind CCDC is 
prevention is the best cure:

Although people have long 
collected rubbings as objects of art 
(some cost as little as a few 
dollars), Berger saidq, their value is 
chiefly archeological，Since the 
Sung .dynasty (960-1279)， they 
have served as the scholars 
Primary means of studying 
Chinese shrines and monuments， 
which even photography cannot 
clearly reproduce，The rubbings 
also give clues about the con- 
struction of shrines that were 
destroyed after the rubbings were 
made.

When Americans make the 
detective story-romance type of 
film，the romance _ usually plays 
second fiddle to the detection,，

There are weaknesses in the 
Script 一 the police are too inept 
for crimes of such magnitude and 
the final scenes are too slapstick， 
but one canthelp be carried along 
by the romaiitie spirit of the 
movie，The movie-is funny and 
witty, the killer eventually is taken 
out of circulation，and the lovers 
get together at the finish， So， 
whats the difference it there's a 
few absurdities in the Plot? 
Director Philippe De Broca (“That 
Man Erom Rio， “King of Hearts”) 
is known for his 1lighthearted， 
absurdist，witty comedies and in 
“ Dear Detective ”hes come up 
with a lesser work，but a winner 
nonetheless.

KWANGCHOW 一 The blue 
and “white Boeing 707 was 
half-full as it took :off from 
Kwangchow's (Canton) White 
Cloud Airport，The passengers 
filled the mid-section of the plane: 
more than a dozen foreigners in 
the front，more than 30 Chinese 
functionaries，all presumably on 
business, in the rear. 

The first-class section at the 
front of the plane was empty, So 
were the seats at the back. 

BALANCE 
” A stewardess， Or “service 
person” as the Chinese said， 
explained that the seating was 
arTranged to_ balance the load on 
the plane,， Asked who usually sat 
in the first-class section' at the 
front of the plane, she just giggled. 
Theres only one class aboard the 
airplanes of the Civil Aviation 
Administration of China (CAAC). 

The two-and-a-half hour .flight 
from Kwangchow to Peking was 
fast and comfortabje. The service 
persons”Ppassed out candy and 
chewing gum to the passengers. 
Later， hot towels and small 
packets of Chinese cigarettes were 
distributed. 

The passengers Were chatty. 
Most relaxed and talked to their 
neighbors. A few came to the front 
of the cabin to pick up copies of 
the Peoples Daily and China 
Recomstructs from the magazine 
rack. None appeared to sleep， 

POSTAL WORKERS 

Behbind the foreigners;， three 
Chinese workers sat _ and spoke 
softly to one another in thick 
northern accents. They “were 
Tepresentatives ”of the “postal 
system's stamp “ “printing unit 
returning from a few days of 
meetings in 玉 wangchow. The two 
men and.one woman, all middle- 
aged，all dressed nearly alike in 
smart deep-blue tunics，said they 
fy CAAC a few times each year.

He said he still 
hadnt jlearned to fy larger 
airplanes，but he expected he 
Would be taught more in the 
coming years. 

HIJACKINGC 

“Hijackings?” he said. “Yes， 
thats happened once or twice in 
China. We keep guns up there. 下 
anybody tried anything that 
would threaten the lives of the 
Passengers or the safety of the 
aircraft, wed shoot him.” 

Theyoungpilotrecalledthestory 
of one man who _ attempted to 
hijack a Plane a few years ago 
with a knife. That man failed. But

business. 

Despite CAACS motto -of 
“safety first,， the service personnel 
didnt prod their passengers to 
fasten their seat belts. Many of the 
seat belts in the plane were broken 
一 Some missing the metal 
fasteners， The crews appeared 
unperturbed as they” talked 
amongst themselves during takeoff 
and landing，never bothering to 
fasten their own seat belts. 

As old as the plane was，the 
flight was very comfortable.

The flight scheduled to take o 插 
from Kweilin one morning after a 
midnight storm was delayed，Six 
hours later, when the weather was 
still again，the flight took off.
